Washington, Dec. 12.—Price fixing 
must be extended to many other pro- 
ducts than fuel and food, the federal 
trade commission declared in its an- 
nual report submitted to congress to- 
day. For greater powers over busi- 
ness are necessary if the government 
is to to get the protection of its citi- 
zens from profiteering and unfair trade 
practices, the commission asserted. It 
recommended also: 
An investigation of "trade associa- 
tions" suspected of promoting nrice- 
boostins'campaigns among members; 
a further attempt to unscramble the 
petroleum industry; passage by con- 
gress of the Webb expert bill.

Excellent Program Is Being A.rran9ed' 


When Ministers Gather Here 


tor Annual Meetinfl. 


Janesville is to be the Mecca for the 
greatest gathering of ministers ot all 
denominations that has Probably ever 
come together anywhere in Wisconsin. 
Plans are already well advanced for 
the holding of a Ministers' Council in 
this city Feb. 4-8, 190.8.

Of 
course it is expected that the local 
ministers will do all that they can to 
extend the Information , and the invi- 
tation to all the clergy in other places. 
The work is thus divided between two 
local committeees; and besides this

Movement who is devoting his energy 
to setting up such conventions as this 
at various points over the country..

TO GUARD AGAINST 


HOARDING OF COAL 


IN THIS DISTRICT 


Fuel Administrator Je««e Earle Will 


Take Steps to See That Coal 


Ticket System Is 


Observed. 


In a communication received this 
morning iby County iFuel Adminis- 
trator Jesse Earte from State Fuel 
Administrator W. N. Fitzgerld, he is 
urged to see that the ticket system 
which Is now bein? used in this countj 
ft>r the purchasing of coal is adhered 
to in every- respect. He Is also warned 
to guard closely against the boarding 
of coal by 'consumers. Mr. Fitzger- 
ald's letter states that there is a great 
deal of this hoarding going on and 
that it must be stopped. 
The use of soft coal wherever pos- 
sible is also advised, as a means of 
meeting the present shortage of an- 
thracite. Many fuel dealers have late- 
ly been clamoring for more coal of all 
kinds. 
If one dealer has a large sup- 
plv wrile another one is' short, thlJ- 
shortage will not be taken care of by 
the fuel administration, for the reason 
that the people are the ones, to 
DO 
served an§ not the dealers. The let- 
ter which Mr. Earle received follows. 
"In order that a proper check may 
be kept on all "requests for .help in 
securing coal, both anthracite and 
bituminous, for individual dealers, and 
town* as a whole, we desire that every 
such request shall be fully Investi- 
gated by the county fuel administrator 
before we are appealed to for help. 
"There is considerable hoarding ot 
coal going on. Consumers are £oing 
to several dealers in the same town 
ordering -and receiving coal beyond 
their present needs to the detriment- 
of those actually in want. . 
"For the purpose of weeding out 
such persons we have had prepared a 
special consumers' blank (for No. ii), 
a supply of which we are mailing you, 
under separate cover, and a number 
of which you will place in the hands 
of every coal dealerin your county. 
"Every consumer 
•when ordering 
coal shSuld t>e asked to fill out and 
sign one of these reports, and we be- 
lieve this will have a strong tendency 
to weed out the purchasers who are 
trying to take unfair advantage of tne 
present coal situation. The retailer 
should then make a notation on the 
back of such reports, stating :ust what 
he has done in each Individual case, 
In order that we may have a check on 
the dealer should we desire to make 
an Investigation of just what he has 
been doing in this respect. 
"It there is any question as to the 
accuracy of the statement made by 
the consumer, he must be compelled 
to submit proof before he is furnished 
with coal. 
"The people in your county who are 
equipped with a good furnace should 
be encouraged to use soft coal or wood 
as far as possible. We must conserve 
all fuel, but we must exercise particu- 
lar -vigilance to the end that no hard 
coal be used where soft coal or wood 
can be substituted. 
. . » • , , 
"The small size coal, that is, the nut 


=ize is the hardest to secure at this 
time: therefore, do not make any de- 
mands for nut coal unless absolutel} 


De"We are receiving communications 
from county fuel administrators, and 
from coal dealers as well, to the effect 
that they are in urgent need of coal 
because the present supply is not suf- 
ficient to last until next summer. Thi.s 
should not be. Owing to the great 
demand, especially for- hard coal, deal- 
ers are clamoring for a still- further 
supplv, and making; the statement that 
they have little or no stock on hand. 
While this may he the case so far as 
the individual dealer is 
concerned, 
other dealers in that community may 
be well supplied? with coal, and fur- 
thermore, the residents there 
may 
have a sufficient supply to take care 
of their iresent needs." Under condi- 
tions such as these it is not fair to ex- 
pect us to assist the dealer, m getting 
more coal at this time. You can read- 
ily see that because the dealer does 
not happen to have coal on hand, the 
situation of the people in his com- 
murJtv is not necessarily acute.

DRAFT SHOWS DEFECTS 


OF THE COUNTRY BOY 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 12.—The "en- 
forcement of the draft act will be a 
.powerful stimulus to the adoption of 
health 
supervision 
of school chil- 
dren in 'Wisconsin and other stateu, 
in the view of state health 
officials. 
In tho .process of eliminating the un- 
fit, the nation has found a surprising 
amount of physical 
defects in 
the 
American youth, about a third of the 
•registrant's fail-ins to qualify. 
The fact that country hoys snowed 
up worse tban-city boys in this, respect 
is accounted for largely 'by the lack 
of health inanection in. the country 
'schools? "While most- of the 
city 
schools have adopted this supervision, 
few of the rural schools have taken 
the step. 
The United States public 
health service is authority-for this 
comparison. To'-the lack of sucn su- 
pervision the federal officials -attri- 
bute tHe fa.ct that insanitary condi- 
tions in rural schools' produce 75 per 
cent of the physical defects .which are 
today earring men from the federal 
service. 
Defective eyes, teeth, ears 
and throats among the. .youths .of rur- 
al communities have been found to 
be due largely to conditions in the 
rural schools. Improper deslcs. and 
seats also have caused much spinal 
curvature, leading to .other faulty 
conditions. 
. 
\ 
"These conditions ought to be cor- 
rected at once," says the public health 
service, "and school children all over 
the country 'should be .examined, be- 
cause defects arising xit their period 
of life as a rule cannot Tie overcome 
later." 


•For meeting this . problem .many 
suggestions have ' been ottered, 
but 
health supervision of school children 
by the 
governing 
authorities out- 
weighs them all, according to the offi- 
cial view. 
The disadvantages at 
which country boys are placed through 
the lack of this inspection is declared 
to b(t in itself reason why this obsta- 
cle to health and efficiency should be 
combatted by systematic public su- 
pervision 
of their daily lives and 


habits.
